Bullet Holes in Walls. 


Birger showed his visitors bul- 
let holes in the log cabin roadhouse, 
‘known as “Shady Rest,”’ which he 
said were made by enemy bullets. 
He also showed the newspaper- 
men his armored car, which is a 
box-like affair mounted on a 
Lincoln chassis. Asked whether 
the armor plate would withstand 
gunfire, Birger did not say a word 
but took out his .45 caliber auto- 
matic and fired. The bullet only 
dented the plate.

UTILITIES COMBINE 


HALTS BUS HEARING 


All Lines Are Involved in 
Stock Acquisition by 
~ North American Co. 


COMMISSION NAMES 
CLAYTON AS COUNSEL 


La Follette Act Violated, He 
Says, by Corporations 
Buying of Shares. 


The whole question of the rela- 


tions of the North American Co., of 
New York, with the public utilities 
corporation of Washington, involv- 
ing the manner of approach to a 
street car merger, was laid wide 
open for public airing yesterday. 
The publitc utilities commission 
brought to an abrupt and dramatic 
close the motor bus fare increase 
hearing, with an avowal that it 
would have nothing further to do 


| with the case until the Washington 
'Rapid Transit Co. had cleared itself 


of the charge that it was in conflict 
with the law. 

This charge is that securities of 
the bus company were acquired by 
the North American Co. without 
specific authorization by Congress, 
in violation of the La Follette ‘‘anti- 
merger” law. If this is true of the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co., it is 
equally true, officials say, of the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. 
and its subsidiary, the Potomac 
Electric Power Co., control of both 
of which has been acquired by the 
North American Co., and the Capi- 
tal Traction Co., shares of stock of 
which also have been bought for the 
New York concern, it is reported. 

All of these local companies come 
to the commission from time to 
time with requests for relief of vari- 
ous kinds. If the commission ad- 
heres to the new policy it laid down 
yesterday, it will grant no conces- 
sions pending determination of 
whether Congress has been defied 
in the financial operations of the 
North American Co. in the District. 


Clayton Replaces Stephens. 
The commissioners added a final 


‘sensation to a hectic day when, late 


last evening, they in effect repudiat- 
ed the services of Corporation 
Counsel Francis H. Stephens as 
their legal adviser for purposes of 
the present situation and appointed 
William McK. Clayton as counsel 
for the commission for one month. 

Clayton is chairman of the pub- 
lic utilities committee of the Fed- 
eration of Citizens. associations, in 
which capacity he attends all hear- 
ings of the commission and partici- 
pates on behalf of the public. It was 
he who raised the legal point, at 
the outset of the bus rate hearings, 
that the Washington Rapid Transit 
Co. had no standing before the 
commission because its control had 
been transferred to another com- 
pany in violation of an act of Con- 
gress. 


Commission Clears Stand. 


The public utilities commission 
issued the following statement last 
night:

MILLS GRAVE REOPENED: 
AUTOPSY SET FOR TODAY 


‘New Information on Killing of 
Rector and Singer Is 
Cause of Action. 


WOUNDS TO BE STUDIED 


New Brunswick, N. J., Oct. 27 
(By A. P.).—The grave containing 
the body of Mrs. Eleanor R. Mills 
was opened today for the second 
time since she was killed four years 
ago at the Phillips farms with the 
Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall. The 
body will be exhumed tomorrow. 

Exhumation was ordered by Spe- 
(cial Prosecutor Alexander Simpson 
after a conference in Jersey City 
with Dr. Otto H. Schultze, medical 
examiner of the district attorney’s 
office in New York. Inspector John 
Underwood, of the Jersey City po- 
lice, who has directed much of the 
investigation of the four-year mys- 
tery which resulted in the indict- 
ment of the widow and three of her 
men relatives for murder, also were 
present. Permission to exhume the 
body was granted last Friday by 
Supreme Court Justice Parker. 

Discrepancies were disclosed at 
the conference, Simpson said, be- 
tween the notes taken at the time 
of the 1922 autopsy and informa- 
tion in the hands of the investi- 
gatcrs. 

“Because of certain information 
received last night,’’ he ‘said, ‘‘it 
seems absolutely necessary that the 
bodies be disinterred.’’ 

Application has been made to the 
New York supreme court for disin- 
yterment of Mr. Hall's body in a 
Brooklyn cemetery. 

One of the points on which the 
notes and miore recent information 
disagree, Simpson added, was over 
the location of the bullet wounds in 
the rector’s head. 

The first exhumation of Mrs. Mills’ 
body took place on September 26, 
1922, twelve days after the killings.

First Religious 
Step, O’Hara Tells Baltimore ‘ 
Archdiocese Conference. 


_HELD AT CATHOLIC U. 


Advocates Starting of Coop- 
erative Banking Institutions 
in Small Communities. 


Building up of the economic 
welfare of the farmer was urged 
as the first step in religious in- 
struction in rural communities last 
night before the second rural con- 
ference of the archdiocese of Bal- 
timore, held yesterday at the Cath- 
olic university, by the Rev. Edwin 
V. O’Hara, LK. D., director of the 
rural life bureau of.the National 
Catholic Welfare Council. 

Before the Catholic farmer can 
afford the advantages of the 
church and parochial school he 
must be -placed on his feet and 
made financially independent of 
banking interests. To accomplish# 
this, Father O’Hara advocated the 
establishment of cooperative bank- 
ing institutions in small communi- 
ties. 

The intelligent farm child must 
be taught the advantages of the 
farm and kept on the farm, instead 
of being pushed into the city to 
do clerking and laboring jobs, he 
said. ‘“‘Farming is not a laboring 
job,’”’ he said. “It is a profession, 
the oldest, and to be successful it 
requires more scientific training 
than any other profession, with the 
exception -of medicine. The intelli- 
gent farm youth must be kept on 
the farm.’’

Grandmother Says. 


In many years’ practice of medi- 
cine, Dr. Joseph M. Holler, of the 
Parkwood. apartments, knows of 
only ‘one baby who can whistle. 
This young ‘genius is the 7-month- 
old son of Lieut. Emory P. Hylant, 
U. S. N., who lives at Southbrook 
courts, Sixteenth street. 

For a month and a half, or since 
he was slightly more than 5 months 


engaged in amusing himself with 
arias. His grandmother, Mrs. Flor- 
ence McKeever, says the baby 
whistles himself to sleep every day; 
that he lies in his crib and rolls off 
the finest melodies imaginable, and 
that, for the most part, his 
whistling is infinitely better than 
that of most boys 8 and 9 years old. 

“Of course,” explains Mrs. Mc- 
Keever, “I am the baby’s grand- 
mother—and you know how grand- 
mothers are; but, still, Emory Paul 
is a remarkable baby. What is 
more, he is a remarkable whistler.”’ 

Dr. Heller has been practicing 
medicine in Washington for more 
than a quarter of a century. In 
all his career he says there never 
was another case like that of young 
Emory Paul Hylant, jre., a baby 
who can whistle.

AGAINST EXPORT LOSS 


Articles in Proposed Extra 
Duty Here Are Not Included 
in Teuton Agreement. 


Berlin, Oct. 27 (By A. P.).—It Is 
left to the respective governments 
of the United States and Germany 
to draw their own conclusions as to 
whether Germany is dumping steel 
products into the United States. 
The German-American ,commission 
which has been investigating the 
alleged cutting of prices by the Ger- 
man steel] manufacturers on their 
exports to the United States in vio- 
lation of the American anti-dump- 
ing act has reached no decision in 
its report, an outline of which has 
just been made public. 
~ Certain facts have been estab- 
lished by the investigation, the 
commission states, and these are 
laid before the two governments for 
consideration and future action. 

The commission is composed of 
William Coffin, American consul 
general at Berlin and Charles L. 
Turrill, customs attache in London 
for the United States, and Herr 
Hemmon, of the German foreign of- 
fice, and Herr Vogt, of the minis- 
try of commerce for Germany. 


Insurance From Losses. 


The commission finds that the 
agreement between the German 
steel mills, and manufacturers of 
steel goods, in which, it was al- 
leged, the steel mills granted a 
bonus on steel for export, does not 
include rails, gas pipe, water pipe, 
sheet iron, pig iron or other prod- 
ucts enumerated in the supplemen- 
tary tariff proposal of the United 
States Treasury, on which it was 
proposed to impose a countervailing 

uty. 

With regard to finished goods, 
it is declared in the report, manu- 
facturers buying for export large 
quantities of steel direct from the 
steel trust may pay the world mar- 
ket prices fixed by the trust, which, 
however, must not be higher than 
those fixed by the so-called export 
commission. 

For smaller purchases, the agree- 
ment provides for.a kind of insur- 
ance against possiblc losses from 
exports, which, says the report, can- 
not be regarded as a premium but 
which is a rebate granted to the 
exporter in case world market 
prices, on which the export prices 
were calculated, prove to be lower 
than domestic prices.

MUST FACE BRIEF CRISIS 


Chicago, Oct. 27 (By A. P.). 
Dwight W. Morrow, of the firm of 
J. P. Morgan &.Co., who has 
maintained intimate contacts with 
the problems of post-war readjust- 
ment in Europe expects that France 
and Italy will be established on a 
gold currency’ base before the end 
of 1927, which would bring all of 
the countries of western HDurope “to, 
a basis of sound economy” after 
eight years of economic dislocation 
and industrial rehabilitation.

MANDAMUS IS SET ASIDE 


Chicago, Ill., Oct. 27 (By A. P.). 
Litigation of several years between 
the government and the large pack- 


ing companies over the govern- 
ment’s right to examine the pack- 
ing companies’ books was decided 
for the packers today by the United 
States circuit court: of appeals, 
which ruled the government has no 
l right to examine or make copies of 
the books and ordered dismissal of 
mandamus proceedings instituted 
by the United States Attorney Gen- 
eral and previously upheld by Fed- 
eral Judge Cliffe. 

The government action was based 
on the packers and stockyards act 
of 1921 which, the government 
claimed, gave the Secretary of Ag- 
riculture the right to examine and 
make copies @f all books and 
records of the packers for the in- 
formation of Congress and for use 
in the possible inyestigation of the 
packing’ business. 

At the outset Swift & Co., Wil- 
son & Co. and the Cudahy Packing 
Co’ refused to comply with the 
order of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, alleging that the act was un- 
constitutional. 

Mandamus proceedings were in- 
stituted before Judge Cliffe to com- 
pel the surrender of the books by 
the packers, and the government’s 
contention was upheld in this court. 
The circuit court of appeals, in a 
decision written by Judge Samuel 
Alschuter, held that the demand 
of the government was unreason- 
able and in violation of the con- 
stitutional rights of the packers. 
The demand was also held to be 
too inclusive and even in excess of 
the authority of the Federal Trade 
Commission, which has wide pow- 
ers in such matters.

These are all influences calculated 
to cut the Republican strength. 
Against them the G. O. P. throws 
improved organization and, it be- 
lieves, the Coolidge vote, which in 
1924 broke all party barriers and 
gave the President a 423, 000 ma- 
| jority. 
| . An indication of the infinite de- 
| tail with which the Republicans 
| have been working is the use of the 
‘new talking motion picture ma- 
chine. This outfit, mounted on a 
truck, has followed the itinerary 
lof the Democratic campaigners. 
| Crow ds leaving the opposition ral- 
lies have been caught by the de- 
‘vice, which shows a picture of the 
' President on the White House lawn 
synchronized to a speech on econ- 
omy. Following the screen address 
Republican orators have addressed 
the Democratic supporters. 


Ballot Tricks Employed. 


Not even the tricks of ballot posi- 
ition have been overlooked by the 
|Republicans. Senator Butler does 
| not enjoy first place, a_ privilege 
which goes to John J. Ballam, can- 
didate of the workers’ party, but 
third on the list, and ahead of 
Walsh comes the name of Washing- 
ton Cook. Cook, who is described by 
the Republican machine as a rene- 
gade Republican, made the race 
for the same office in 1922 and poll- 
ed 8,000 votes, a defection from 
Senator Lodge that almost beat 
him. 

That year Cook ran as a prohibi- 
tionist. Since he was forced to the 
‘“‘wet’’ side in politics, and after 
his name comes a designation 
strange to American politics. The 
ballot reads Washington Cook, 
modification Volstead act. It has 
been scented as a Republican move 
to pull antiprohibition strength 
from. Walsh, and surely is an un- 
orthodox designation of a candidate, 
if not so intended. 

Summarized, the Massachusetts 
situation resolves itself as follows: 

A week ago estimates of the 
Walsh majority, made in some in- 
stances by Republican adherents, 
iran as high as 75,000.

Today, with the President’s ap- 
peal four days old and less than a 
week of the campaign remaining, 
the consensus seems to be that the 
‘election may go either way.

First Lllegal Graft. 


The “inside man,’’ Harry 
Schlaub, former bathhouse keeper, 
indicted with Maj. Owen and Ma- 
son, and five others, said the ma. 
jor’s first bit of grafting in the 
wine conspiracy was a $50 bill he 
slipped into Owens’ glove. 

The ‘outside man,’”’ Louis Apel- 
son, also indicted, was arrested, he 
testified, and Schlau brought him 
a $1,000 Liberty bond in a tobacco 
can with the statement: ‘“That’s 
from the Major; if you need any 
more, [’ll get it.’’ 

The Liberty bond was 
posted as bail. 

The testimony of Schlau and 
Abelson coincided virtually through-

Senator James W. Wadsworth,

STEPHENSON FILES 
~~ HIS MURDER APPEAL 


Former Klan Dragon, Center 
of Inquiry, Is Serving 


Life Sentence. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 27 (By A. 
P.).—D. C. Stephenson, former 
grand dragon of the Ku Klux Klan 
today appealed to the Indiana su- 
preme court from his conviction last 
November 14 of second degree mur- 
der in connection with the death 
of Miss Madge Oberholtzer of [n- 
dianapolis. Stephenson was found 
guilty by a jury in the Hamilton 
county circuit court at Noblesville, 
and sentenced to state prision for 
life. 

Stephenson was charged with 
having abducted Miss Oberholtzer 
from Indianapolis and attacking her 
on a train enroute to Hammond. 
She took poison the following day 
and died several weeks later. The 
prosecution held that injuries in- 
flicted on the girl by Stephenson 
and the withholding of medical 
treatment caused her death. It was 
brought out in the trial that Ste- 
phenson had met Miss Oberholtzer 
at Gov. Jackson’s inaugural ball in 
January, 1925. 

Recent allegations of political 
corruption in Indiana made by 
Thomas H. Adams, publisher of the 
Vincennes Commercial, resulted in 
a grand jury investigation which is 
now in its third week. Shortly af- 
ter the grand jury began its in- 
quiry Stephenson was brought from 
prison and testified briefly. Whether 
he revealed anything to the investi- 
gating body has never been dis- 
closed.

When we stop to consider the

The govern- 
ment can do much in this direction 
by setting up correct standards, but 
all its efforts will fail unless it has 
the loyal support of the business 
men of the nation. If our com- 
mereial life is to be clean and 
wholesome and permanent in the 
last resort, it will bé because those 
who are engaged in it are deter- 
mined to make it so.

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BUSINESS LEVIATHANS. 


Reports of prosperity made by Judge Gary 
and other captains of industry were corrobo- 
rated this week when the financial statements 
of the Steel Corporation and General Motors, 
two of the so-called ‘billion dollar organiza- 
tions, were made public. These two corpora- 
tions are important examples of the American 
policy of mass production; their output is 
"egreater in volume and value than any other 


, ¢ 2 similar concerns, and their respective pay rolls 


are the largest in the country. Presperity 
could not have come to the stockholders of 
these companies without the prevalence: of 
general prosperity throughout the United 
States, creating not only a demand for their 
products but the wealth with which to pur- 
chase them. 

The record-breaking reports of these cor- 
porations are the result of conditions devel- 
oped under the existing tariff law, which op- 
ponents of that fiscal policy are today prom- 
ising voters they will change if vested with 
legislative :power. One of these great plants 
manufactures steel in all its various forms, 
while the other is engaged mainly in the man- 
ufacture of automobiles and allied products. 
One is the mainstay of the building industry, 
the other provides the public not only with 
much of its necessities but a large portion of 
its luxuries. The pinch of adversity would 
greatly decrease the demand in both cases, 
but the evidence shows that the demand for 
these products has grown steadily through- 
out the year. The Steel Corporation reported 
for the third quarter of this year the highest 
earnings it has enjoyed since the last three 
months of 1918, when the influence of war or- 
ders was still apparent. Its net earnings for 
the first nine months of this year are larger 
than for any complete year in its history. The 
net earnings of General Motors not only ex- 
ceeded any previous nine months but, as in 
the case of steel, exceeded any_complete cal- 
endar year. This meant not only increased in- 
come for thousands of stockholders, but con- 
tinued high wages to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of workmen. It is the wage earner, 
chiefly, who will decide by his vote next 
month whether these prosperous buSiness con- 
ditions are tc be serlously threatened. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA’S BIRTHDAY. 


Eight years ago today the declaration of 
independence of Czechslovakia was proclaimed. 
It was prepared by Dr. Thomas G, Masaryk in 
Washington and signed by him in Inde- 
pendence hall, Philadelphia, at the desk 
whereon the American Declaration of Inde- 
Pendence was signed. 

The independence of his country was more 
than Dr. Masaryk had dared to hope for, even 
as late as the early autumn of 1918. After 
the allies had taken the initiative on the west- 
ern front he became confident that the cen- 
tral powers would be defeated, but he did not 
prefigure in his mind the extinction of the 
Austro-Hungarian empire. He expected the 
Hapsburg dynasty to continue at the head of 
a mock federation of the old constituents of 
the empire. He prepared a draft of a declara- 
tion of autonomy and not of independence. 

At this stage Dr. Masaryk met Americans 
who impressed upon him the wisdom of de- 
claring Czechoslovakia independent and not 
merely entitled to autonomy under the Haps- 
burg regime. ‘Before this war ends,’”’ he was 
told, ‘“‘there will either be no United States 
or no Hapsburg regime. The United States 
and Austro-Hungary are at: war, and the 
United States will not make peace without 
victory. The defeat of the Hapsburg and 
Hohenzollerns means that there will be no 
Austrian or German empires. If you believe 
that the United States, and not the Haps- 
burgs, will win this war, make your declara- 
tion of absolute independence and base your 
declaratioh upon the principles stated in the 
American Declaration of Independence—that 
governments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. That is language 
which Americans will understand. The United 
States will recognize your, independence, and 
unless the United States is beaten in this war 
your country will be independent.” | 
Dr. Masaryk followed this’ advice, although 

in the declaration which he drafted there is 
still apparent his expectation that the Haps- 
burg dynasty would survive. However,. the 
document declares that ‘‘we accept and shall 
adhere to the ideals of modern’ democracy,”

The independence and welfare of the 
Czechoslovak republic are matters lying close 
to the heart of the American republic. The 
people of the United States have always re- 
Joiced when they have seem a nation gain 
its independence and establish a republic. 
When ‘they note that the American idea of 
governments deriving their powers from the 
consent of the governed has been adopted as 
® foundation stone, they are sure that such a 
government will survive all chance and 
change. May the republic of Czechoslovakia 
live forever! .

SENATOR CAPPER’S VIEWS. 


Senator Capper, of Kansas, one of the lead- 
ers of the “‘farm bloc” in 1922, states that the 
threat of some agriculturists to smash the 
tariff in order to improve the conditions of 
the farmers ig a mistake. He adds: 

It will be far better to work out 
methods which will bring agriculture to 
the high level of the rest of the business 
life of the country rather than to throw 
& monkey wrench into business, and bring 
the whole economic structure of the 
country down in a grand smash. 

These are words of wisdom, and should be 
heeded by every farmer throughout the West, 
where there have been rumblings of discon- 
tent and demands for radical legislation in- 
volving the destruction of the present tariff. 
Furthermore, the Kansas senator says: 

I do not subscribe to the extraordinary 
Statements * * * that the tariff has 
been of no benefit to agriculture. 

The wheat growers, the dairymen, the cattle 
growers and the sugar-beet growers have been 
greatly benefited by the present import duties 
on those commodities, according to Senator 
Capper. re a 

These views from a senator who during ‘the 
fight over the McNary-Haugen bill made many 
discouraging statements about. protection as 
applying to the farmer are hopeful and help- 
ful. Senator Capper has great influence 
among the farmers. His views are indorsed 
by many thousands of the tillers of the soil. 
He is right in saying that protection aids the 
farmers against foreign competition, and gives 
them the best market in the world—the homo 
market.* 


THE TRACTION MERGER. 


Next Wednesday morning there will be held 
in the boardroom of the District building a 
public hearing on the proposal to ask Con- 
gress to compel the local traction companies 
to enter into a merger. Two questions will be 
propounded at that time—first, does the gen- 
eral public desire a merger of local street car 
companies, and second, what measures should 
be included in a bill to be recommended to 
Congress to bring about such merger? The 
second question, it is needless to point out, 
hinges on the first for which the answer is 
available immediately. 


The general public is not interested in the | 


prospective merger one way or the other. It 
does not cate a whit whether there is one 
traction company operating in Washington 
or two or three. It is interested, however, in 
issuance of universal transfers; in service 
available at brief intervals at all important 
traffic junctions; in assurance that the com- 
pany or companies are paying their just bur- 
den of municipal and franchise taxes; in as 
low a fare as sound and economic manage- 
ment can make possible, and in several other 
lesser matters. 

Apparently the Washington street railway 
companies desire to maintain their separate 
identity... If, as individual units, the improve- 
ments the public desires may be effected, 
there will be no disposition to force a merger. 
If, however, as the public has been led to be- 
lieve, the present rate of fare is higher than 
necessary to assure an adequate return for 
one company, whereas it is too low to guar- 
antee «proper income for the other; and if 
there is no possibility of cooperation in the 
issuance of universal transfers and the proper 
extension of service to growing communities; 
and if unified control would result in large 
operating economies which might be passed 
on in the form of lowered fares, thera improve- 
ment can come only as the result of a merger, 
and every effort should be expended to see that 
Congress passes the necessary legislation. 


CURRENCY STABILITY. 


International currency stability has a vital 


bearing on commerce. There is nothing so 
deadening to business as uncertainty. Buying 
or. selling on a future uncertain basis due to 
wide variations in the exchange value of money 
is hazardous and often ruinous. 

Before the war, long years of experience had 
established the exchange value of units of 
monetary systems in all commercial countries, 
operating on a gold basis. During the war and 
afterward these fixed exchange values were 
thrown out of joint, and international busi- 
ness was done with great difficulty. With the 
value of the pound. the franc, the mark or the 
lira daily changing, it was most distressing to 
do business with a foreign business house. 
This international business is carried on by 
means of a system of debits and credits, with 
little or no gold actually used. So long as 
the exchange value of the different monetary 
units is practically fixed and well understood, 
When there is a dis- 
turbance and unstable condition, neither buyers 
nor sellers can count on the future. 

Currency stability in the principal countries 
of Europe is the key to a complete restoration 
of international trade. It has been ac- 
complished in several countries, and wherever 
achieved, commerce with that country hag in- 
creased, In 1923, the year when Germany’s 
currency was again placed‘on a gold basis, 
Germany bought commodities from the United 


States valued at about $316,000,000. In 1924 
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business would be impossible under a system 
of debits and credits. 

As soon as all the countries of Europe get 
back to a gold basis and the international 
value of units in all monetary srstems is fixed, 
international trade will be completely re- 
stored. The United States is assist'ng ma- 
terlally and effectively in this direction. 


POWER TO CONTROL TRAFFIC, 


The District commissioners have ordered 
an appeal from three traffic decisions of the 
police court, which involve fundamental ques- 
tions affecting the right of control of high- 
ways. These test cases grow out of violations 
of regulations prohibiting the use of horse- 
drawn vehicles and heavy trucks on Sixteenth 
street. It would appear that if the ruling of 
the police court is to stand the commissioners 
and the director of traffic would be shorn of 
all power to control street traffic, and an act of 
Congress would be required to designate 
specifically each of the innumerable offenses 
that may be committed and to prescribe ,the 
penalty in each instance. \ 

It is argued for the men charged with violat- 
ing the regulations in question that Congress 
has no power to delegate legislative authority 
to the commissioners, "and. that only Congress 
can define violations of law and prescribe 
punishments. Lawyers further contend that 
if heavy traffic or horse-drawn vehicles can be 
barred from Sixteenth street, the power could 
and might be exercised to prohibit them from 
all streets. The flimsy argument is also made 
that heavy trucks ought not to be expected to 
respond to traffic signals as can lighter and 
faster vehicles, and that if Sixteenth street can 
not stand up under the grinding of heavy 
trucks it should be repaired and the surface 
reinforced to withstand the pounding of 
vehicles of that class. 

To the lay mind all these arguments are 
without merit. , If these lawyers are right the 
sooner the District learns of fts helplessness 
and seeks the remedy the better will it be for 
the community. The claim that an adminis- 
trative officer has no power to make regula- 
tions under the law and'‘enforce them has been 
disproved. It is common knowledge that regu- 
lations have been issued by the Treasury De- 
partment pertaining to prohibition enforce- 
ment that go outside of and beyond the re- 
quirements of the Volstead act itself. If such 
regulations can be sustained by the courts it 
is evident that the commissioners have power 
to make rules for the control of traffic upon 
the city streets and to safeguard life and prop- 
erty when s0 authorized by Congress. 


A LEAK SOMEWHERE.. 


There is a shortage in the water supply of 
New York city, and a controversy has arisen 
over the cause. The Herald Tribune claims 
to have discovered positive evidence that 
there is a serious leak in the bottom of the 
Ashokan reservoir and that the water has 
found its way out through the bottom of that 
artificial lake «instead of into the city’s con- 
duits. 

The Sun intimates that the. missing 112,- 
000,000,000 gallons of fluid may have been 
stolen by the criminals who, according to 
Candidate Mills, are responsible for the 
wholesale adulteration of the milk supply of 
Manhattan. Other authorities scoff at both 
these theories and insist that the drought in 
the early summer is alone responsible for the 
plight in which the city finds itself on the 
verge of winter. 

However, the theory of the leak in the 
bottom of the reservoir maye be based upon 
facts, after all. There are many lakes in this 
country which apparently have no outlets, 
yet the water in them is never stagnant; 
which shows that there must be invisible 
outlets somewhere. Bésides, old timers re- 
call that during his younger days, and long 
before he was even a cahdidate for mayor of 
Buffalo, the late Grower Cleveland, whose 
vocal repertoire was extremely limited when 
it came to singing, was very fond of a song 
in which the positive statement was made that 
“There’s a hole in the bottom of the sea.” 
His cronies, for he had several in those days, 
would shout ‘the chorus: ‘Pour her down, 
pour her down, pour her down,” followed by 
the demand, “Fill 'em up again.”’

PUBLIC FEEDING GROUNDS. 


The Department of the Interior is about to 
inaugurate a new national policy for making 
available public Jands as ranges for cattle ‘and 
sheep. Of the original 2,000,000,000 acres of 
the public domain there still remain 200,- 
000,000 acres unsettled. Nearly all of these 
lands are unavailable: for homesteads, as 
they consist of two groups, the first of which 
includes arid regions where the rainfall is 
as low as four inches per annum. The second 
group embraces rough mountain lands where 
the rainfall is sufficient to produce a vigorous 
growth of vegetation, but which are unsuited 
to the cultivation of crops because of unfgyor- 
able climate and soils. To attempt tillage of 
such lands is a waste of time and money, be- 
sides being destructive of natural forest 
cover. 

The department proposes in its new policy 
the establishment of grazing districts to be 
leased to stockmen, with the proviso that 
adequate water shall be available. If such 
leases are made on long time contracts it is 
assumed that the lessees will drill the neces- 
sary wells to provide water for their flocks 
and herds. But in cases where this plan is 
not feasible the government could drill the 
wells and later lease the range; being reim-

The orange baskets are very 
easily made and very effective. Ex-

inch on each side. The handle is 
left going up and over the top of 
the open basket from the uncut 
inch at each side. Scrape out the 
pulp, add sugar and cherries and a 
bit of the juice from the bottle of 
cherries, and return if all to the 
basket. Chill the whole before it 
goes to the table. We need not go 
into detail regarding the chicken, 
although it may be suggested that 
walnuts in considerable quantity 
be added to the stuffing, which is 
made in the usual manner. When 
the chicken is served cold the stuf- 
fing may be sliced as is the chicken

Boston Baked Beans. 


*“ Put one quart of beans in a 
Baucepan and cover deeply with 
warm water. Allow thém to soak 
overnight. In the morning, as early 
as 8 o’clock, put them in a 
closely covered vessel with a nice 
piece of fresh pork, a streak of fat 
and a streak of lean, with a little 
salt and just enough water to cover 
them. Only, open the vessel long 
enough to replenish the water 
should it boil away. By 11 o’clock 
they are ready for the oven. Drain 
them, place the pork plus a piece 
of salt pork in the center of the 
dish, fill with the beans, pour over 
all a tablespoonful of salt, one of 
molasses and three of sugar mixed 
with one cup of boiling water.

GERMANY CUTS ITS DEATH 
RATE: 


HE German people are deter- 
mined to win the war in spite 
of their failure before the god 

'of battles. The thorough discipline | 

'to which they are accustomed 

makes them more a match for the 

‘competitors who are under the dis- 

|advantageous tyranny of license and 

| personal liberty. 

| Jt is generally agreed that finan- 
cially few European .nations are 

‘economically sound. 

Under the empire the German 
| people never had a low death rate. 
Their general ~death rate, infant 
'mortality rate, ¢onsumption rate 
and evén typhoid rate—all these 
were higher than those of Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland, Great 
Britain, New Zealand, Australia, 
and perhaps the United States. But 
| Germany, in the last few years, has 
another story to tell. 

The Berlin correspondent of the} 
Journal of-the Americar Medical 
association heads one of his letters: 
“The Fffort of Germany to Attain 
the Lowest Mortality Rate in Eu- 
| rope.’”’ 
| Soon after the war the death rate 
'of Germany began to fall. By 1920 
‘it was 15.1. In 1924 it was 12.12 
and in 1925 11.9. The United States 
can show no better record. Norway 
held the. record for low death rate 
for nearly a century. New Zealand 
has the lowest rate of all—-8.3. This 
is not wholly dependent upon good 
sanitation, good climate, or even 
good racial stock. Age is a domi- 
nating factor. The average age of 
the New Zealander is lower than 
that of the average American and 
considerably lower than that of the 
average German. 

Australia had a rate of 9.2 in 
1924. Holland has had rates of 9.9 
‘and 9.2 in very recent years. The 
average age of the Hollander being 
relatively high, these rates mean 
that Hollanders are virile and also 
that they protect their health intel- 
ligently. 

Other very satisfactory European

rates are: Denmark, 11; Norway, 
11.1; ‘Sweden, 11.4; England and 
Wales, 11.6; Switzerland, 11.8; 


Germany, 11.9. But all of these 
cguntries had much lower death 
rates than Germany under the old 
regime.

It threatens 
to reach the low level attained by 
Denmark, Holland and England be- 
fore many years. 

As an offset the birth rate of Ger- 
many is falling rapidly. This de- 
cline started about a decade before 
the world war. It is now very little 
higher than that of France, Thanks 
to the greater decline in the death 
rate, the population of Germany has 
increased every year.

Richmond, Va., Oct. 27 (By A. 
P.).—The fifth biennial convention 


of the United Lutheran Church of 
America closed here today after a” 
hot debate on a resolution which 
sought to subject the work of the 
news bureau of the church to the 
censorship of church officers. The 
resolution was lost after Dr. F. H. 
Knuble, head of the church, made 
an earnest plea for the continued 
freedom of the news bureau. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Dr. J. W. Haas, of Allentown, Pa., 
as an outgrowth of the discussion 
of the report of the committee on 
moral and socfal welfare. The re- 
port dealt with problems such as 
war debts, campaign expenditures, 
divorce and marriage, crime and 
law and liberty. It was referred 
back to the committee for restate- 
ment at the next biennial gathering 
in Erie, Pa. Previously the section 
opposing remarriage by Lutheran 
ministers of any divorced person ex- 
cept the innocent party in a suit 
based on adultery or desertion had 
been referred to the commission of 
adjudication, high court of the

EW YORK, Oct. 27. — Only 
mildly impressed by the 
eager, but floundering dem- 

onstrations of the new group of 
heavyweight prize-fighters, Tex 
Rickard took Jack Dempsey to 
lunch today, and, as they nibbled 
refinedly at rare viands and exotic 
fruits, endeavored to employ him 
for one or more farewell exhibi- 
tions in the ring.

He merely jabs a mother-of- 
pearl button on his desk, which 
has more mother-of-pearl buttons 
than a costermonger’s trouscrs. 
summoning Mr. Jess McMahon, his 
to whom he _ says: 
“Call up that feller that handles 
Young Stumbles and tell him we’ll 
give his feller $3,500 to fight some 
feller a week from Friday ‘night, 
and if he says yes, thengzet some 
feller to fight him.”’ 

But Mr, Dempsey is 
refined as Mr. Gene Tunney him- 
self, and he must be 
lunch, although, as 
day, Mr. Rickard sometimes con- 
trives to outfumble Mr. 
for the check, whereat, in the last 
moment of play, Mr. Dempsey be- 
comes the host.

Mr. Dempsey’s-comeliness in Phila- 
delphia, he did not impair Demp- 
sey’s mental mechanism. 


For if Jess Willard could return}; 


to the-ring, years after he estab- 
lished the inglorious precedent of 
losing the heavyweight champion- 
ship while sitting in his corner and 
earn $150,000 by fighting ever so 
slightly, then Dempsey doubtless 
can earn at least that much without 
exerting himself to any serious e::- 
tent. 

He and Mr. Rickard lunched to-

Rickard admitted, however’ 
that he expected to confer 
again with Dempscy in a few 
days.

PRAISE PARENTS’ ACTIVITY 


The striking educational progress 
achieved in Washington’s public 
school system during the past year 
is due chiefly to the strong cooper- 
ation between the board of educa- 
tion, school officials, government 
agencies and ‘‘an aroused and in- 
telligent public,’’ according to the 
annual reports of Dr. Frank W. 
Ballou, superintendent of sehools, 
and E. C. Graham, president of the 
board of “education, made public 
yesterday. 

Recent legislation providing new 
buildings and equipment and high- 
er salaries for teachers, has also 
been responsible to a large degree 
for the educational progress shown, 
Mr. Graham’s report discloses. 

“The result is shown in an im- 
proved personnel, more efficient ad- 
ministration and higher educational 
usefulness to the community,” Mr. 
Graham declared. 

The report of the board of edu- 
cation lauds the efforts of Wash- 


teachers groups for the constructive 
suggestions touching the many 
phases of school administration of- 
fered that body. 

“At no time have the people of 
Washington manifested a greater 
interest in the public schools than 
at present,’’ Mr. Graham reported. 

Dr. Ballou in his report ex- 
pressed gratification to the board 
of education for the extreme con- 
fidence placed in him by that body. 

Dr. Ballou’s report strongly op- 
poses any attempt by certain agen- 
cies to have the board of education 
eleeted through local suffrage, if, 
by suffrage, a plan of districting the 
city is embodied that would prevent 
certain classes of persons from 
having the fullest suffrage. 


HALLOWEEN ORDERS 
OF POLICE ARE ISSUED 


Will Aid Public in Sane Cele- 
bration; Rowdyism Not 
to Be Tolerated. 


The police department yesterday 
issued its annual ukase against 
rowdyism on Halloween in the fol- 
lowing general order: 

The vigil of All Saints’ day, bet- 
ter known as Halloween, will be 
observed generally Saturday and 
it is the wish of the police depart- 
ment to lend full cooperation to 
the public in a sane, reasonable and 
happy celebration, in which per- 
sons in their homes and on the 
streets may be free from unreason- 
able annoyance and insult. 

“Innocent pranks will be permit- 
ted. Ringing of doorbells, indis- 
criminate use of ticklers and such 
devices, throwing of flour and row- 
dyism in its other various forms, 
under no conditions will be toler- 
ated. 

‘‘Where children of tender years 
fail to comply with instructions, 
they should be taken to their pa- 
rents. Those of greater age, guilty 
of flagrant violations, should be 
prosecuted. Members of the police 
force assigned to duty where there 
are crowds should be patient, help- 
ful and courteous in dealing with 
the public, but nevertheless firm 
and unyielding in exercise of their 
functions as Suariane of the pub- 
lic peace.’

SMITHSONIAN ACQUIRES 
GOLLEGTION OF MINERALS 


Frederick Canfield Specimens 
Include Many Examples of 
Rare Rock Ores. 


$90,000 GIFT IS PROVIDED 


The Frederick Canfield collection 
of minerals, one of the largest and 
most complete private collections in 
this country, accompanied by an en- 
dowment of $50,000 to be used for 


its increase, has been given to the 
Smithsonian institution, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Eight or nine thougand speci- 
mens, contained in 117 cases, have 
already arrived in Washington. It 
required a month for experts from 
the National museum to pack them 
and some months more will be nec- 
essary for unpacking and cata- 
loguing before the minerals can be 
placed on exhibition. Frederick 
Alexander Canfield, of Ferro Monte, 
Mine Hill, N. J., donor of the leg- 
acy, Made extensive researches be- 
fore intrusting his collection to the 
Smithsonian institution. 

The collection is in two sections. 
The older section was gathered by 
Dr. Canfield’s father some time be- 
fore the middle of the last century. 
It contains many specimens found 
in mines which have long since shut 
down. Among the more important 
of these are minerals obtained from 
Franklin Furnace, N, an area 
which has produced more new spe- 
cies than any other in America. 
The elder Mr. Canfield had access to 
the: mines of this area and from 
them collected the finest minerals 
in the world. 

Among rarities contained in the 
second section of the collection, 
which is as valuable as the first, 
are specimens of the mineral can- 
fieldite, named after Dr. Canfield. 
Of the related mineral, argyrodite, 
rich in the rare metal germanium, 
Dr. Canfield had the largest masses 
known. The younger Canfield ‘:ol- 
lected this entire section, follow- 
ing his father’s researches. Museum 
officials declare the endowment of 
$50,000 greatly increases the per- 
manent value of the collection, snice 
‘'t will permit constant additions to 
be made as occasions offer.

Central Exchange to Be Built 
at Georgia Avenue and 
Gallatin Street. 


TO BE NAMED IN HONOR 
OF LATE A. R. SHEPHERD 


Construction to Start at Once: 
Samuel J. Prescott Gets 
the Contract. 


A new telephone central office to 
be known as “Shepherd’’ will be 
erected soon in the northern set- 
tion of Washington at Georgia ave- 
nue and Gallatin street. This tele- 
phone plant, including land, build- 
ing, furnishings and equipment 
willl involve .expenditures of more 
than $540,000. According to a 
statement just made by Charles T 
Clagett, division manager of the 
Chesapeake & Potomac Telephone 
Co., the new plant will be read, 
for service in about twelve months 

The name “Shepherd” was se 
lected to honor the late 
R. Shepherd, last 
Washington. 

As soon as the building is com 
pleted a new switchboard and as- 
sociate apparatus will be installed 
‘che new board will consist of 77 
operators’ positions, equipped for 
4,900 lines and will serve dbout 
4,500 telephones when the office is 
first placed in service. About 35 


operators will be required, for the 
new office. 


Work Starts at Once. 


Work on the building will start 
at once, the contract having been 
awarded to Samuel J. Prescott, lo- 
cal contractor.. The building, which 
is to be 85 by 100 feet, will be 
a colonial type, two storig@, in 
height, with full basement. The 
structure will have a steel frame 
and will be constructed of red brick 
with limestone trimmings and con- 
crete floors. It will be fireproof 
throughout. — 

The first floor will contain the 
terminal room, wire chief’s desk, 
battery room and operators’ quar- 
ters, including a cafeteria for the 
use of the operafing forces. The 
second fioor will be used entirely 
for switchboards and _ . operating 
room. 

McKenzie, Voorhees & Gmelin 
are the architects. The construc- 
tion of the building and the in- 
stallation of the equipment will be 
carried on under supervision of C. 
A. Robinson, chief engineer of the 
telephone company.
